GENERAL  INFORMATION 

HISTORY 

In  1892,  in  a  church,  Florida  Normal  and  Industrial  Me- 
morial College  was  founded  by  a  few  far-sighted  and  public 
spirited  Christians  who  wanted  to  provide  educational  and 
vocational  training  for  the  young  men  and  young  women  of 
Florida,  and  at  the  same  time  guide  them  in  building  strong 
Christian  character.  To  this  end,  the  Institution  has  worked 
diligently  for  fifty-eight  years.  It  has  grown  from  a  meager 
church  room  to  a  plant  valued  at  over  three  quarter  million 
dollars.  This  testifies  to  the  confidence  the  workers  and 
friends  have  put  into  the  program. 

1892— Florida  Baptist  College  founded  in  Bethel  Baptist 
Church,  Jacksonville,  Fla.  Rev.  M.  W.  Gilbert,  Rev. 
J.  T.  Brown  and  Miss  Sarah  Blocker,  honored  as  co- 
founders.  Each  of  the  aforementioned  persons  were 
formerly  associated  with  the  Live  Oak  Institute,  Live 
Oak,  Florida,  founded  in  1879. 

1894 — Rev.  J.  T.  Brown  elected  to  presidency. 

1896 — Mr.  Nathan  W.  Collier  elected  to  presidency. 

1900 — James  Weldon  Johnson  and  his  brother,  Rosamond 
Johnson,  both  instructors  of  music  at  the  Florida 
Baptist  Academy,  wrote  the  words  and  music  to  the 
Negro  National  Anthem,  The  students  of  Florida 
Baptist  Academy  were  the  first  persons  ever  to  sing 
the  song,  now  quite  generally  used  throughout  the 
country  as  the  Negro  National  Hymn. 

1901 — President  Theodore  Roosevelt  visited  Florida  Normal. 

1914 — Florida  Baptist  Academy  named  as  one  of  eight  of 
the  twenty-six  private  schools  in  the  state  that 
played  "an  important  part  in  the  educational  ac- 
tivities of  the  state." 
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1918 — For  expansion  purposes,  institution  moved  to  St. 
Augustine  and  settled  on  a  large  tract  of  land  (1100 
acres)  two  miles  west  of  the  "Ancient  City",  known 
as  the  "Old  House  Plantation",  once  the  largest  slave 
plantation  in  Florida. 

1921 — Main  curriculum  emphasis  was  placed  on  secondary 
and  "normal"  work. 

1923 — Payment  of  c  50,000  purchasing  price  for  campus 
site  completed. 

1924 — Anderson  Hall  erected — first  permanent  building  on 
campus. 

1927 — Bacon  HalL  women's  dormitory,  and  Fisher  Hall, 
men's  dormitory,  erected. 

1931 — Accredited  Junior  College  by  the  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  and  Florida 
State  Department  of  Education. 

1941 — February  20,  Br.  Collier  died,  Dean  Howard  R. 
Barksdale  appointed  acting  president. 

1942 — Baptist  of  Florida  combined  efforts  for  support  of 
Florida  Normal  College.  Dr.  William  H.  Gray,  Jr., 
named  as  president. 

1944 — Dr.  Gray  resigned;  Dr.  John  L.  Tilley  named  as 
president. 

1945 — Graduated  first  four-year  class. 

1919 — Dr.  Tilley  resigned;  Rev.  Robert  M.  Pugh  named 
acting  president. 

If. 50 — Mr.  R.  W.  Puryear  elected  as  sixth  president  of 
Florida  Normal  &  Industrial  Memorial  College. 

1951 — Accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  School  and  the  State  Department  of 
Education. 

1953 — Survey  by  Marts  and  Lundy,  Inc.,  and  Board  of 
Education  of  the  American  Baptist  Convention.

Library.

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VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 

This  division  offers  courses  primarily  for  those  persons 
who  are  not  seeking  to  qualify  for  a  degree,  uut  who  are 
desirous  of  developing  the  necessary  skill  for  specific  em- 
ployment in  a  particular  trade.  The  length  of  time  required 
for  completion  of  these  trades  may  vary  from  two  to  three 
years. 

Qualified  students  may  enroll  in  courses  on  the  College 
level  with  a  maximum  of  12  semester  hours. 

TRADE  CURRICULA 

AUTO  MECHANICS  AND  AUTO  ELECTRICITY 

General  auto  mechanics;  general  shop  survey;  auto  elec- 
tricity; commercial  repair;  and  practical  mechanics. 

CARPENTRY  AND  CABINETMAKING 

General  carpentry  survey;  general  shop  practice;  ele- 
mentary carpentry ;  wood  work ;  advanced  carpentry ; 
interior  woodwork;  construction  engineering. 

ELECTRICITY  AND  RADIO 

Elementary  electricity ;  direct  current  apparatus  and  elec- 
trical mechanism;  communication  and  advanced  electrici 
ty;  and  radio  circuits  and  radio  servicing. 

MASONRY 

Methods  and  Materials;  basic  hand  tools;  blueprint  read- 
ing; foundation  layout  and  construction;  block  setting; 
elementary  brick  laying;  concrete  and  cement  finishing; 
ornamental  masonry,  stucco,  plastering;  estimation;  spe- 
cifications; and  ceramics. 

SHOE  REPAIRING 

This  course  has  been  carefully  prepared  for  the  student 
who  is  interested  in  Shoe  Repairing,  so  that  he  may 
serve  the  public  efficiently.  Kinds  of  leather  for  uppers 
and  soles;  invisible  resoling  on  cement  presses;  main- 
tenance of  machinery;  shop  organization  and  manage- 
ment. 

TAILORING 

This  course  offers  a  study  in  drafting,  cutting  and  making 
of  garments.  Machine  operation,  and  sewing  of  all  kinds. 
Orientation  and  shop  management. 

PRINTING 

This  course  is  aimed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  various 
kinds  of  type  setting.  Machine  operation,  a  general 
knowledge  and  skill  in  the  art  of  printing.

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  early  in  the 
secondary  senior  year.  Application  forms  may  be  obtained 
by  writing  the  Registrar,  Florida  Normal  &  Industrial  Me- 
morial College,  Saint  Augustine,  Florida. 

The  Admissions  Committee  will  act  upon  an  application 
only  upon  the  receipt  of  all  of  the  forms  requested  on  the 
application  blank. 

(For  information  pertaining  the  admission  to  advanced 
standing  and  of  special  students,  please  refer  to  the 
1952-53  College  Bulletin.) 

Each  student  is  required  to  register,  in  person^  at  the 
beginning  of  each  term.  Unexcused  delay  in  registration 
will  render  a  student  liable  to  a  fine  of  $7.00. 

Students  must  complete  their  health  examination  required 
by  the  College  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  year.  Failure 
to  do  so  would  mean  that  the  student  is  not  fully  matriculated, 
therefore  would  be  dropped  at  the  end  of  the  first  nine-week 
period.

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GRADUATION   REQUIREMENTS 

(THE  BACHELOR  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE) 

Regular  courses  of  instruction  offered  by  the  departments 
of  Elementary  Education,  Religion,  and  Physical  Education 
lead  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  Each  of  these 
courses  is  a  four-year  course,  and  a  basic  requirement  of  one 
hundred  twenty  semester  hours  as  a  minimum  must  be  met 
by  each  candidate  for  a  degree.  Candidates  for  this  degree 
must  spend  the  senior  year  or  its  equivalent  in  residence  (at 
least  30  semester  hours).  An  accumulative  average  of  at 
least  "C"  is  required  for  graduation  with  a  Bachelor's  Degree. 
"C"  is  the  equivalent  of  one  grade  point. 

In  addition,  prospective  graduates  must  take  the  National 
Teachers  Examinations,  including  the  optional  in  their  major 
areas,  and  must  satisfactorily  complete  the  Senior  Compre- 
hensive Examination. 

MAJOR   COLLEGE   REGULATIONS 

FINANCIAL  DELINQUENCY.  Any  account  that  is  not 
paid  by  the  5th  of  the  month,  the  student  will  be  requested 
to  stop  attending  classes.  If  the  account  is  still  not  paid  by 
the  10th  of  the  month,  the  college  will  have  to  request  that 
the  student  withdraw  from  the  dining  hall.  (All  accounts 
are  due  payable  on  the  1st  of  each  month.) 

ACADEMIC  DELINQUENCY.  An  academic  delinquent 
student  is  one  who,  during  the  first  nine  weeks  of  any  semes- 
ter, has  not  maintained  a  C  (1  grade  point)  average. 

The  student  is  warned  at  that  time,  and  is  not  to  partici- 
pate in  any  activity  representing  the  College,  such  as: 

1.  Varsity  athletics 

2.  College  Choir  and/or  band 

3.  Dramatics 

4.  Conferences  other  than  those  considered  an  integral 
part  of  the  academic  program. 

ACADEMIC  PROBATION.  An  academic  probate  is  a 
student  who  has  not  maintained  a  C  (1  grade  point)  average 
at  the  end  of  any  session  and/or  has  accumulated  in  excess 
of  two  "D's"  or  one  "F"  or  any  combination  of  same. 

The  academic  probate  is  also  governed  by  the  following: 

1.  Must  be  present  in  class  at  all  times. 

2.  Must  not  be  tardy. 

3.  Cannot  represent  the  College  in  any  activities.

4.  Cessation  of  all  extra-class  activities, 
(Socializing  is  not  included;  however,  attendance  at 
social  activities  and  dances  is  prohibited.) 

5.  May  register  for  a  maximum  of  12  semester  hours. 

6.  If  receiving  scholarship  grants  and/or  aid  from  the 
College,  will  be  denied  this  privilege. 

Those  students  whom  we  accept  from  other  institutions 
who  have  been  dropped  for  poor  scholarship  will  be  admitted 
on  probation,  and  will  be  subject  to  rides  governing  academic 
probation. 

A  student  failing  at  the  end  of  the  probationary  period  will 
be  dropped  from  the  College  for  a  minimum  of  one  semester, 
after  wnich  he  or  she  may  return  on  probation. 

A  student  failing  at  the  end  of  his  second  probationary 
period  will  be  permanently  dropped  from  the  College. 

CLASS  ATTENDANCE.  Regular  attendance  to  all  classes 
and  chapel  exercises  is  considered  a  student  obligation.  In 
case  of  an  unavoidable  absence,  the  excuse  should  be  presented 
to  the  Dean,  not  later  than  the  Monday  following  the  week 
in  which  the  absence  occurs.  A  student  accumulating  more 
unexcused  absences  than  the  number  of  hours  the  class  meets 
per  week  will  be  dropped  from  that  course  with  a  grade  of 
"F",  failure.  Students  shall  receive  two  absences  for  each 
class  missed  on  the  day  previous  to  or  following  an  announced 
holiday.  Absence  from  class  work  for  any  cause  is  a  loss 
to  the  student  and  is  so  treated  by  instructors  in  making  up 
their  reports  of  semester  grades.  An  absence  from  a  class 
exercise,  whether  excused  or  unexcused,  does  not  relieve  the 
student  from  responsibility  for  the  performance  of  any  part 
of  the  work  required  in  the  course  during  the  period  of  his 
absence. 

ATTENDANCE  AT  RELIGIOUS  SERVICES.  All  students 
must  attend  chapel  meetings  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and 
Friday  at  noon,  the  Wednesday  night  prayer  meetings,  and 
Sunday  Vespers.     Attendance  is  compulsory. 

CONDUCT.  Students  who  conduct  themselves  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  reflect  discredit  on  the  College  shall  be  liable 
for  immediate  suspension  or  expulsion. 

DRINKING.  Any  student  who  drinks  or  possesses  intoxi- 
cating beverages,  including  beer,  while  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  College  lays  himself  liable  for  immediate  suspension.
